Tokyo—A_ birth control pub- 
lication, the Japan Planned Parent- 
hood Quarterly, is available to the 
public today with the permission 
of the Allied Occupation head- 
quarters. Many Japanese profess- 
ed themselves as being shocked, 
having been informed that Occu- 
pation authorities had dissociated 
themselves from the birth control 
problem. 

Carrying advertising of the 
means of birth control, the new 
Japan Planned Parenthood Quar- 
terly is edited by two American- 
educated Japanese physicians, Dr. 
Kageyas W. Amano and his wife, 
Dr. Fumiko Amano, graduates, re- 
spectively, of the Yale and Penn- 
sylvania University medical 
schools. The quarterly is the or- 
gan of the Japan Birth Control 
Institute, which the Amanos or- 
ganized in 1947. 

The magazine lists Mrs. Mar- 
garet Sanger and Dr. Marie Stopes 
of Britain among its sponsors | 
contributors. Recently American 
secular papers carried a Tokyo re- 
port that the Occupation had re- 
fused Mrs. Sanger entry to Japan 
for the purpose of lecturing on 
birth control. Mrs. Sanger was 
quoted as saying that her exclu- 
sion was an outrage. The purport 
of the articles was that she had 
been excluded by the Occupation 
authorities.

F you asked me the three things we must have to be happy, | 
would say: 

1) A Wisdom beyond all the partial knowledge of earth. 

2) A Power greater than either man alone or man in society. 

3) A Love that would die if need be, to save us if we failed. 

These three are in Christ, Who is Infallible Truth: Divine 
Power or Authority; and Heavenly Love or Holiness. 

But His Truth is no more Divine than Buddha’s if it is avail- 
able only in a few fragments written by men after His Death. 
His Power and Authority are no more Divine than Lincoln’s if 
they are available only in a few biographies. His Love is no more 
heavenly that that of Socrates if we cannot have our sins forgiven 
now by Him, as did Magdalen and the penitent thief. 

Then if He did not prolong His Truth, His Authority, His 
Holiness to us, He is not good. If He could not, then He is not 
God, 
But He is God, and He did provide to make His Truth, 
Authority and Life come to us in this 20th century. But how? In 
the same way He did then; through human nature. | 
| When you write, you use your hand as the visible and fleshy 
instrument of your invisible mind; so He, Who is God, in a more 
perfect way, taught, governed, and sanctified through His human 
nature, which was the visible instrument of His Invisible Divinity. 
In plain language, you would have seen His Body; but you would 
have heard, obeyed, and been forgiven by God in Christ. 

Our Lord said that He would take on a New Body, and that 
through it He would continue to be united with us until the end 
of time. It would not be another physical body like that which He 
took from Mary. That human nature is now glorified at the right 
hand of His Father. He spoke of another kind of Body.

thing social, i.e., either our physical organism of flesh and blood 
which is vivified by a soul; or a social groupimg of persons who are 
considered as a whole because they have the same ideals and help 
one another. 


For example, we speak of the nation as the “body politic,” or 
of a group of University professors as an “educational body.” This 
New Body would not be like these, i.e., a moral body, for their 
unity comes from the will of men. Rather His New Social Body 
would be bound to Him not by the will of men, but by His Heavenly 


Spirit which He would send on leaving this earth. 

Here are only seven of the many things He said about His 
Social Body which He would assume: a 

1) He told us that to be a member of His New Body we would 


have to be born into it. But that it would not be through a human 


birth, for that only makes us sons of Adam. To be a member of 
His New Body we would have to be reborn through the Spirit in 
the waters of Baptism which would make us sons of God. 

2) The unity between this New Body and Him would not be 
through singing hymns to Him, nor having social teas in His 
Name, or listening to broadcasts, but through sharing His Life: 
“I am the Vine, you are its branches. . you have only to live on 
in me, and I will live on in you.” (John 15:55 

3) His New Body would be like all living things, small at 
first—even, as He said: “like a mustard seed.” But it would grow 
from simplicity to complexity until the consummation of the world. 
As He put it: “first the blade, then the ear, then the perfect grain 
in the ear.” (Mark 4:28, 29) 

4) A house expands from the outside in, by the addition of 
brick to brick. Human organizations grow by the addition of man

The best interpreters of Scrip- 
ture, including all the early Chris- 
tian writers, refer to Nero, the 
pagan Roman Emperor, as anti- 
Christ. It was Nero who put Peter 
and Paul and thousands of other 
Christians to death St. John tells 
us who anti-Christ is: He who 
dissovles Christ.“ He means one 
who does not recognize His divin- 
ity. But there never lived a Pope 
who was not conspicuous for his 
profession of faith in the divinity 
of Christ. Peter was the very first 
to make that profession. One who 
is professedly “pro-Christ” certain- 
ly cannot be “anti-Christ.” The 
words are mutually contradictory. 


Just as the early Christians re- 
garded Nero as anti-Christ, so we 
have every reason to regard Stalin 
today as anti-Christ. Professedly 
and aggressively his chief object is 
to destroy Christ and His Church 
here in this world, and to. keep 
knowledge of Christ from the edu- 
eation of youth. For this reason 
the first order of business on 
Stalin's program in any country 
over which he gets control, is not 
only to completely secularize edu- 
eation, but to substitute the Com- 
munist ideology, which is anti- 
Christian and atheistic 


It is certainly ‘inconceivable that 
any one pretending to have the 
least education or knowledge of re- 
ligious affairs should hold up as 
anti-Christ the only one who, be- 
fore the whole world, is ever re- 
iterating that the world must be 
brought back to Christ. 


The motto of Pope Pius X was 
“to restore all things in Christ.” 
Every Pope since has re-affirmed 
the idea contained in that motto 
as the most important obligation 
of the Church in these days of ours.

ophy, that every difficulty and 
doubt which my atheism could con- 
trive had been respectfully exam- 
ined and disposed of hundreds of 
years before me. a 


I found that there is no 
fact or hypothesis of modern 
physics or astronomy which ¢can- 
not be comfortably accommodated 
inside the ample arms of the 
Church. 


I discovered that, historically 
speaking, people seem to leave the 
Church because they want forbid- 
den things, never because they 
want a deeper truth, 

I found that people enter the 
Church because they want the ful- 
fillment of either heart or brain 
or soul. Many men have abandon- 
ed Rome because they wished to 
worship at the altar of man’s self- 
sufficient intellect; nobody ever left 
the Church because the best in 
him could not find fulfillment 
there. 

My most 1 sacrifice, intel- 
lectually and emotionally, was the 
surrender of the belief in man’s 
perfectibility. I did want to think 
that an extension of good will and 
a development of knowledge would 
enable all of us, here and now, to 
become happy and whole forever. 
It is the ideal of our century—the 
belief in unaided achievement of 
the Brotherhood of Man without a 
Father. It is the dearest fallacy 
of our times. 

While I was studying and mak- 
ing things as hard as possible for 
myself, intellectually, other things 
were going on. 

At one stage, a very early stage, 
Monsignor said to me, “Priests 
don’t convert. We merely hoe the 
earth a little bit and make the 
growing easier.” But he did not 
say, as psychiatrists say to you, 
“You will do the job yourself.” He 
said, “God will come, if you watch 
for Him.” He also said, “Read the 
Gospels. Very slowly.” 

I did that. It seemed to me that 
they were one long plea for faith.

The very evidence of their 
senses, supported by the prophecies: 
of the religion which they believed, 
was not enough to make the Phar- 
isees accept the fact of Christ’s 
divinity. Today, two thousand 
years later, the evidence in favor 
of that truth is, I think, mountain- 
ous. And its living reality is an 
experience any of us can savor in 
a completely personal and unan- 
swerable way. Yet the modern 
world brushes it aside, preferring 
to put faith in a clever little 
Mechano-set universe which it has 
built for itself, 

It would have been possible to 
follow Catholic reasoning as I did, 
and still refuse to believe: not 
many open-minded people have 
done this, but there are those who 
have taken instruction and still 
are not convinced. Perhaps they 
were afraid that such sublimity 
would make demands on them they 
could never meet. (If so, they 
were quite right—the demands are 
never met. But which of us is 
brash enough to say, “I will meet 
God only as an equal”? 7?) 

Or they may be so much at- 


philosophy that they cannot let it 
go, even when it has failed to stand 
up before a careful scrutiny. We 
are, all of us, inclined to cling to 
anything which represents a large 
emotional investment, even if we 
know its worthlessness. And there 
is a sobering moment in conver- 
sion when we have to say, “The 
years I have wasted! The stupidi- 
ties I have embraced! The wicked 
and incurable destruction I have 
caused!” It is a little like becom- 
ing naturalized; we must, for one 
bad moment, renounce the ruler 
and sovereign that once seemed 
dear to us. 

But if you once open your mind 
to the possibility of a divine Man, 
you are out of the woods. Christ 
could have been a madman when

To gain the 
many indulgences of the Club, the 
new member must have his or her 
name recorded in the books of the 
local or the National Center, 
Washington, D. C. 

When there is a formal admis- 
sion into the League, there should 
be a solemn ceremony according to 
the regular Ceremonial. But in any 
kind of admission, private or pub- 
lic, a period of probation should 
come before the ceremony. Parents, 
if possible, should report to the 
Sister in charge on the conduct of 
the candidate during the time of 
the probation. 

For the solemn ceremony, new 
members can be received on such 
days as the Feast of the Sacred 
Heart, on the Feast of Christ the 
King or on August 15, the Feast of 
the Patron, St. Tarcisius, or any 
other convenient day. 

If there is a solemn reception, it 
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should occur in a chapel or church. 
If possible, it should be presided 
over by a priest. The Ceremonial 
will call for medals, manuals and 
membership cards. These are bles- 
sed at the ceremony when a priest 
presides. If he is absent, they are 
blessed beforehand and given to 
the new members according to the 
Ceremonial. 

Not only should new Tarcisians 
be present but even those school 
children and parents who are not 
yet Tarcisians should witness the 
inspiring ceremony. . . Benediction 
should follow the ceremony and 
any approved hymns of the Sacred 
Heart may be used for the cere- 
monial.

Doesnt Bishop 
Mean Overseer ?-

You could give a different name 
to the Bible, and it would still 
contain inspired writings. 

The evidence is so clear, through- 
out the centuries from the time of 
Christ, that there were “Bishops,” 
that there can be only one explana- 
tion for a different opinion. That 
is that modern churchmen, not 
being able to prove that they are 
successors of the Apostles, reject 
the need of such succession. That 
is why they claim that the Bible 
and not the Church is their author- 
ity. But the Bible cannot be an 
authority without the Church 
which declared it to be what it is. 
St. Augustine says that he would 
not accept the gospels apart from 
the authority of the Catholic 
Church. His reasoning was correct. 
Those who do accept the New 
Testament to be inspired, unwit- 
tingly subscribe to the infallible 
authority of the Catholic Church. 

The same observation might be 
made about the word “priest.” 
When St. James writes about the 
Sacrament of Extreme Unction, 
the Protestant version has it, the 
“elders” of the Church should be 
called in to anoint the sick. But 
the “elders” were priests. The 
same Christian writers of the early 
centuries make that very clear. 

Christ was called a priest be- 
cause He offered Himself in sacri- 
fice. At the Last Supper Christ 
commissioned the Apostles to do 
the identical thing which He: did. 
That made them “priests.” 
Through them and their successors 
Christ would be a “priest forever.” 

On the day of the Resurrection 
Christ did at Emmaus what He 
did at the Last Supper. That offer- 
ing was then called “the breaking 
of bread,” and throughout the Acts 
of the Apostles we read of the 
Apostles making that same offer- 
ing in the homes of people because 
there were as yet no churches. Of 
course, they were actually offering 
the Mass. ' 

In the Catacombs under Rome 
the most conspicuous objects are 
altars. At these Peter and Paul, 
who were martyred there, and 
those whom they had consecrated 
Bishops and _ ordained priests, 
made that same offering. Call the 
Mass by any other name and it 
means the same thing: the conse- 
crating of the bread and wine into 
the body and blood of Christ. 

It requires Holy Orders to make 
one a ishop or a priest. Protes- 
tants havent that because they 
lack Apostolic succession. Hence 
they could not, if they would, have

Priests could even suggest that 
the parishioners bring papers back 
to the church or rectory after 
reading them, and then a parish 
group, such as the CYO or Marian 
group, could take charge of dis- 
tributing them. 


They could clip articles of topi- 
cal concern, and send them to per- 
sons who influence public opinion. 
Or send the whole paper if it be 
small like the Visitor. This could 
be a Catholic Action project, ideal 
for youngsters who may wonder 
what can be done by them to assist 
the Holy Father and answer his 
wishes that no Catholic be “lazy 
or idle.”
